Severe Encounter Near 
Dreifontein. 


Cavalry and Kelly-Kenny’s Men 
‘Force Them Back. 


Roberts Admits That the Enemy 
Cave Him Trouble. 


Latter Leave Over One Hundred 
Dead on the Field. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, March 11.—({Exciusive 
Dispatch. Copyright, 1900, by the New 
York Tribune.) The New York Trib- 
une’s London cable, dated March 13, 
says fighting has been resumed in 
South Africa, while the air bas been 
filled at London with declusive rumors 
of peace. Roberte’s advance guard of 
cavalry, with Kelly-Kenny’s division 
behind it, has met the Dutch forces 
near Dreifontein and driven them back, 
after a severe engagement. There was 
no stampede as at Poplar’s Grove, but 
the Duteh held their ground in 
strongly -entrenched position, and 
fought bravely. The infantry finally 
broke through the center of the Dutch 
line of defense among the hills and 
captured twenty prisoners. Roberts 
himself describes the enemy as giving 
him considerable trouble, while the 
army was marehing, Saturday, but 
adds that he succeeded in reaching bis 
destination. 


march. Tie only Dreifontein 
shown by the maps is forty miles north 
of Poplar’s Grove, on the road between 
Boshef and Hoopstad. If this were 
Roberts's destination, he wae clearly 
following the enemy northward, in- 
stead of marching directiy on Biloem- 
fontein. Dretfontein is probably a com- 
mon name in the Free State, like Klip 
Drift, and his headquarters in that 
event may be cast of Abraham’s Kraal 
and well toward Bloemfontein. The 
Sixth Division was reported to be near 
Abraham's Kraa!l Thursday night, and 
it could hardly have been fighting on 
Boshof road, forty miles north, Sat- 
urday. 

Roberts's partial list of casuaitics 
shows that there was severe fighting. 
The brunt fell to the Welsh and Hasex 
battalions in charging two etrong po- 
sitions at the point of the bayonet. 
The Dutch left over a hundred dead 
on the field. 

Roberts's strong protest to Kruger

officers and men suffered. Whether 
Roberts is approaching Bloemfontein 
by the direct road from Poplar’s 
Grove, or is heading for the Vaal in 
a new turning movement, he ts follow- 
ing the enemy and striking hard. The 
Dutch on the other hand have regained 
their fighting form, and are no longer 
running without waiting to be at- 
tacked. Their forces are making a 
stand east and west.

DRBEIFONTEIN (Orange Free 
March 11, 6:35 a.m.—({By South 
African Cable.) Broadwood's cavalry 
brigade, advancing on Bloemfontein, 
unexpectedly found the Boers in a 
strong ‘positon in the Dreifontein 
kopjes yesterday. Gen. Kelly-Kenny’'s 
division arriving, severe fighting en- 
sued. The Boers resisted stubborniy, 
but were driven from their center po- 
sition, leaving a number of dead and 
forty prisoners. The British force is 
moving forward today. 

During the fighting. In which five 
regiments took part with artillery, the 
Boers, though forced from their cen- 
ter position, clung tenaciously to the 
other kopjes, shelling the British freely 
with three guns and two Vickers- 
Maxima. 

The British cavalry began to turn 
the Boer position, but night fell before 
the movement was completed.

Of the three great tragic Es-. 
chylus is the greatest poetic genius. 
The legend that the god Dionysus di- 
rected the boy in a vision to devote 
himself to tragedy might well have 
been true. A very demiurge he is— 
elemental, god-intoxicated, of sublime 
imaginative power, creator of the most 
splendid lyrics. The masterful self-suf- 
ficiency of his Clytemenstra, the plastic , 
beauty of his Iphigenia, the sublime 
unyleldingness of his Prometheus— 
these things and many more place him 
among ancient poets perhaps second 
only to Homer. 

Sophocles had perhaps the happiest 
lot among the ancients—health, beauty, 
wealth, victory with his first tragedy 
and the primacy in letters for ali his 
sixty years thereafter, such repute for 
gentleness as to make him the idol of 
the people and for good judgment as 
to induce the populace to elect him 
general and counselor. And so he was 
the fit exponent—artistic and spirit- 
ual—of the age of Pericles. 

Very different from both was Euripi- 
des—the lonely thinker, philosophical 
radical, innovator in poetry and music, 
“prophet of a cosmopolitan humanity,” 
kinsman of the troubled spirits of all 
ages, forerunner of romantic drama, | 
most appreciative of feminine worth, 
realist, and so bringing his characters 
down into the everyday atmosphere, 
and hence charged with replacing the 
heroic by the sensational. He is seen | 
at his best in such plays as “The Bac- . 
chae,” “Alcestis” and “Iphigenia in Tau- | 
ris.” Both Eschylus and Euripides are 
nearer to us than Sophocies. The He- 
brew scriptures have prepared us for | 
Eschylus, whom we recognize as akin 
to Job and Isaiah; through his more 
modern spirit we can apprehend Eu- | 
ripides most readily of all. Sophocies | 
is an Athenian of Athenians, and fully 
to appreciate him we must become 
in a sense Atticized. 

Good translations are Morshead’s and 
Miss Swanwick’s of Eschylus, Plump- 
tre’s of Eschylus and Sophocles, Camp- 
bells’ of Sophocies, Way's of Euripides, . 
and most excellent versions of single | 
plays might be mentioned, e.g., Brown- 
ing’s “Alcestis’ (Balaustion) and “‘Her- 
cules Furens.”

Power and Weakness of Money. 
T the men's meeting yesterday 
A at the Y.M.C.A. Hall, President 
of Pomona College de- 
livered an address upon the “Power 
and Weakness of Money.” He said 


in part: 
“Money ts a mighty power; no age 
was ever so characterized by a passion 
to get rich as ours. ages have 
had their peculiarities. tory and 
art characterized the Grecian age; t 
Roman age was one of military dis- 
tinction: the dark or Middle Ages 
were characterized by religious bigotry 
and fanaticiem. Now we live in a 
practical age, when men are strong 
to control trade. In the early age, 
these men would have been poets, ora- 
and artists; in the Roman age 
they would have been generals; in 
the Middie Ages, popes and bishops. 
The young men of today havé been 
led to belfeve that the h attain- 
ment is supremacy in commerce. 
Riches and poverty, however, are only 
relative terme. A man who receives 
ten dollars a week feele himself poor 
because another man receives ten dol- 
lars a day. A man with a hundred 
thousand dollars feels poor as he com- 
pares his wealth with that of his 
neighbor who has a million. Obedi- 
ence to divine requirement is to 
achieve the highest ible success. 
The most successPul business men of 
today are Christian men, and are in- 
terested in Christian work. Money 
teaches men to be careful for the pres- 
ent and thoughful for the future, 
Every dollar a man has is an index 
of his miserly or his generous quality. 
“God's word recognizes money as 
power, and the qualifications to accy- 
mulate it as worthy. Money is like 
a snowball—it gathers as it moves. 
The man who has the most has 
the most power to command the serv- 
lees of others. Money desists in the 
development of art and science. It en- 
ables a man to attempt larger - 
ures. But when men become willing 
to barter their principies for gain, 
then money becomes a power for evil, 
and is dangerous to society. Money, 
however, is weak as well as strong.
